THE LOVE OF HEALTH 


If any one doubts that this is an era 
of health propaganda he 
must, 
in­ 
deed, be oblivious of what is going on 
about him. 
Municipal, state and na­ 
tional agencies are using forces and 
funds at their disposal to further the 
interests of public hygiene. 
Educa­ 
tional influences are directing their 
energies to the spread of the lessons 
of procurable health iii public print j 
and in documents of both official anti 
unofficial 
character. 
Novels 
and 
short stories, the literature 
of 
biog­ 
raphy and travel, the platform and 
even the pulpit are proclaiming the 
gospel of health tar and wide. 
The medical profession, 
more en­ 
thusiastic if not more vitally inter­ 
ested than any other group 
in 
the 
promotion and outcome of the modern 
hygienic movement, may 
well 
stop 
from time to time to inquire about 
the sanity of the methods of the prop­ 
aganda. 
The religious doctrine of past ages 
involved the threat of harm ; it incul­ 
cated a fear of the destruction or dan­ 
ger that was sure to follow tile viola­ 
tion of the law. 
This dismal attitude 
has long since been replaced by a re­ 
ligion of love, of uplift and joyous an­ 
ticipation. 
In the health propaganda, 
likewise, much of the pessimistic at­ 
titude, 
unconsciously 
perhaps, 
has 
been introduced iii the past. The fear 
of disease has been 
held 
over 
the 
heads of the people. 
Rarely have we 
seen the more appropriate spirit of 
the modern “better health” movement, 
better expressed than 
in a recent 
pam phlet of the Lite Extension Insti­ 
tute: 
“It is not a fear of illness or of 
death that we must encourage, hut a 
love of health, a sense of responsi­ 
bility for the care of our bodies, a de­ 
sire for bodily endurance and eflici- 
ency and full achievem ent. 
if 
the 
mind is fixed on these ideals, and the 
already known m eans of approaching 
them are utilized, the needless mis­ 
eries th at em bitter tile lives of so 
many may lie left to take care ot 
them selves. 
It is not so much neces­ 
sary to light disease as to cultivate 
health for tile happiness, contentment 
and moral gain that it brings.” 
There is som ething unusually opti­ 
mistic and buoyant in 
such 
words, 
says Tile Journal 
of 
the 
American 
Medical Association. 
They embody 
the psychologic, cue to comfort and 
happiness for many a patient, without 
implying th at “man is incapable of 
sin, sickness, and death,” 
or 
that 
• health is not a condition of m atter 
but of mind.” 
To Inspire a love of 
“health is not a condition of m atter, 
great body of 
scientific 
knowledge 
•which is the hest that science can of­ 
fer today regarding disease, or to re­ 
place medicine by crude metaphysics. 
The ardent love of health insures a 
mind receptive to the lessons of mod­ 
ern medicine.

CALIFORNIA RURAL CREDITS 


A Plea Foe a More Enlightened Financial Basis For the 
Agriculture of California. 


By Harris Weinstock, Acting President of California Rural Credits Commission 


The people of the State of California 
on the 26th day of October next will 
have an opportunity of saying whether 
or not they are iii favor of the state 
establishing a system of rural credits.
